WILL BE AUCTIONED 
BY onlPPING BOARD 


Sale of 23 Steamships 
Expected to Bring 
$29,000,000. 


O'CONNOR EXPLAINS 
DETAILS OF PROJECT 


Coolidge’s Policy to Be Fol- 
lowed, Government Giving 
Up Passenger Service. 


(Associated Press.) 

Following the administration policy 
of ending the Government’s ship 
operating business, the Shipping Board 
yesterday decided to offer for sale 
three Atlantic lines, including the last 
exclusive passenger service, the United 
States Lines, and the American Mer- 
chant Lines and the American Pal- 
metto Line. 

The American Fleet Corporation was 
ordered to prepare specifications and 
advertisements for bids for the sale of 
the lines totaling 23 vessels, which 
would cost approximately $85,000,000 
to rebuild. It is expected that the 
lines will bring less than $25,000,000 
under the eight alternate plans of 
sale. 

The United States Lines operate in 
the north Atlantic-United Kingdom 
trade, while the American Merchants 
Lines, a combination passenger-cargo 
service, supplements the former in the 
same trade and includes continental 
Europe. The American Palmetto Line 
operates in the south Atlantic and 
continental European cargo trade. 

_ rhe six passenger ships of the 
United States Lines and the five com- 
bination vessels of the American Lines, 


| along with the former German liners 


the Monticello and the Mount Vernon, 
are offered for sale under practically 
every method of ship sales except 
chartering. 


Some Bids Rejected. 


When the United States Lines were 
put up for sale in 1926, the only offer 
made was for chartering and this was 
rejected. 

T. V. O’Connor, chairman of the 
board, expressed hope yesterday that 
satisfactory bids would be received, but 
declared that if the bids were unsatis- 
factory the operation of the lines would 
continue as at present. 

The plans for the sale of the lines 
do not include the reconditioning of 
the Mount Vernon and the Monticello 
by the Government. Chairman O’Con- 
nor said, however, that if the bids for 
the lines were rejected the question of 
reconditioning them with the $12,000,- 
000 available would be taken up then. 

It will require about two weeks for 
the merchant fleet corporation to pre- 
pare specifications and advertisements 
for the proposed sale, after which the 
Shipping Board will consider them. 

About 30 days of advertising will en- 
sue, and it was indicated that the earll- 
est possible date the board expects to 
receive the bids is about September 1. 

If these three lines are sold the Ship- 
ping Board will have reduced its lines 
to 21 cargo services of 230 vessels and 
will have withdrawn entirely from the 
passenger service. 


Other Plans Different. 


While the second plan would include 
the Mount Vernon and Monticello, un- 
der the third plan the purchaser would 
buy tthe present lines and agree to 
construct two new ships, suitable for 
fast mall service. 

The fourth plan calls for the sale 
of a combined line, and either sub- 
stituting the Mount Vernon and Mon- 
ticello or two new ships for the Presi- 
dent Harding and the President Roose- 
velt. 

The fifth proposal is for the sale of 
the United States Lines alone, together 
with the Mount Vernon and the Monti- 
cello or the addition of two new ves- 
sels. 

Under the sixth plan any or all of 
the vessels of either of the services, or 


the Mount Vernon and Monticello may 
be purchased. 

The vessels of the American Mer- 
chant Line are offered for sale under 
the seventh plan, while the eighth pro- 
posal provides for the sale of the Amer- 
ican Merchant Line vessels for oper- 
ation from any north Atlantic port 
other than New York to the United 
Kingdom and English Channel ports. 


Palmetto Line Proposes. 


Under the terms of sale proposed for 
the American Palmetto Line the pur- 
chaser would be required to guarantee 
@ minimum of 24 round voyages a year 
for a five-year period. 

This line is now operated by the 


South Atlantic Steamship Line, with.

Out of Party 


National Committeeman Adams Declares That Demo- 
crats Who Fail to Support National Ticket Belong 
in Republican Ranks in Coming Fight. 


Dallas, Tex., July 2 (A.P.).—A move- 
ment to read out of the party organi- 
zation in Texas Democrats who refuse 
to support Gov. Alfred E. Smith for 
President was begun today by Jed C. 
Adams, Democratic national commit- 
teeman. 

Mr. Adams announced he had re- 
questei a meeting of the Democratic 
State executive committee for the pur- 
pos of placing the party machinery in 
the State solely in the ‘hands of work- 
ers who are whole-heartedly in sym- 
pathy with the Democratic nominees 
and the party platform. 

Those who declined to support Gov. 
Smith would find themselves in the 
Republican camp, he asserted, adding 
that the only’ division ‘in Texas with 
respect to national politics this year 
would be between the Democratic and 
Republican parties. 

The national committeeman’s state- 
ment followed the announcement by 
two candidates for the Democratic 
nomination for State offices in the 
primary this month that they would 
not support Gov. Smith because of 
his views on_ prohibition, Another 
Democratic candidate for State office 
had declared his belief that entrants 
in the Democratic primary could bolt 


the ticket in November on national 
candidates without violating primary 
pledges to support the party nominees. 

In contrast, Gov. Dan Moody, a dry 
leader, has announced that he would 
have nothing to do with the confer- 
ence of Southern Democrats called to 
meet in Asheville, N. C., for the pur- 
pose of organizing opposition to the 
Smith candidacy.

Italian Duration Record-Hold- 
ers Hope to Break Mark 
set by Chamberlin. 


MUST GO 4,635 MILES| 


Rome, July 3 (A.P.).—A new attempt 
to span the south Atlantic in a single 
flight from mainland to mainland 
Started today when the Italian aviators, 
Capt. Arturo Ferrarin and Maj. Carlo 
P. Delprete hopped off from Monte- 
cello Flying Field at 7:51 p. m. with the 
hope of reaching Pernambuco, Brazil, 
without descent. 

Already holders of the world’s dura- 
tion flight record, they expected to 
break th: long-distance record set by 
Chamberlin and Levine last year. The 
distance from Montecelio Field to Per- 
nambuco is approximately 7,500 kilo- 
meters, or about 4,635. miles. 

Favorable weather conditions were 
reported today along virtually the en- 
tire route which will carry the aviators 
through the Strait of Gibralter, past 
the Cape Verde Islands and the Island 
@f San Fernando do Norohna to \the 
coast of Brazil. The aviators calcu- 
lated that their plane should be slight- 
ly beyond Gibralter by dawn Wednes- 
day and would reach the vicinity of 
Cape Verde Islands by twilight of the 
same day. Thus the central portion 
of the Atlantic crossing should be ac- 
complished at night. They expected to 
reach their destination soon after dawn 
Thursday. 

The plane in which the two aviators 
hope to reach South America is the 
same in which they established the 
world endurance record. It is equipped 
with a 550-horsepower Fiat motor and 
will have a cruising radius, if all goes 
well, of about 65 hours’ flight. It Is 
equipped with a radio set which Maj. 
Delprete will operate.

Editor and Novelist Seized as 
They Attempt to Start 
Demonstration. 


GIRLS AMONG PRISONERS 


New York, July 3 (A.P.)—An at- 
tempted demonstration in front of the 
Wall street offices of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
today landed sixteen men and women 
in jail. 

Several hundred members of the All 
American Anti-Imperialfst League gath- 
ered with unfurled banners in the 
financial district at the noon hour, 
when thousands of stenographers and 
clerks filled the streets. A special detail 
of detectives and patrolmen was wait- 
ing for them, 

John Dos Passos, novelist and picket 
at Boston in the Sacco-Vanzetti demon- 
Strations, slipped across the street and 
mounted the tOp of a parked sedan. 
“Ladies and gentlemen,” he shouted, 
but he got no further, for strong police 
hands grabbed his feet. 

Robert Minor, editor of the Daily 
Worker, a Socialist organ, leaped to the 
top of the car, but he suffered the same 
cate after crying out “Fellow workers, 
we—” 

Harry Gannes, secretary of the league 
that sponsored the demonstration, was 
telling a group of friends what he had 
intended to say when the police ar- 
rested him. 

In the excitement the Rev. J. J. D. 
Hall, an elderly Episcopal minister, who 
holds daily services in Walj street, lost 
his “congregation.” 

Several young women demonstrators 
whé ignored police orders to move 
along were taken into custody with 
their leaders. On the way to the police 
Station they protested vigorously. 

When friends and sympathizers 
gathered in front of the police station 
to protest their comrades’ arrests,- the 
patrolmen dashed out again and 
brought in a few more prisoners, 
making sixteen in all. 

The banners and placards, which 
the police destroyed, read: “Make it 
an independence day for Porto Rico 
and the Philippines,” “Millions of un- 
employed while the funds of the United 
States go for the conquest in Nica- 
ragua,” “Down with the Boy Scouts 
supported by Wall street,” “Defeat 
Wall street’s war against Nicaragua,” 
and “Why not relieve the farmer in- 
stead of the banker?” 

Among the prisoners was Mrs. Kate 
Gitlow, mother of Ben Gitlow, worker's 
party candidate for Vice President of 
the United States. Mrs. Gitlow is head 
of the union of working class house- 
wives. Others arrested were: Max 
Schachtman, editor of The Labor De- 
fender; George Powers, secretary of the 
Architectural Iron Workers Union; 
Philip Frankfeld, of the Young Workers 
League; Harriet Silverman, secretary of 
the New York Anti-Imperialist League. 
Miss Silverman received a cut over the 
eye in the melee. 

One of the prisoners, Nathan Kaplan, 
26, a furrier, was charged with felonious 
assault. A patrolman charged Kaplan 
bit his finger. The others were charged 
with disorderly conduct. One 13-year- 
old demonstrator, who in vigorous lan- 
guage, addressed a policeman, will be 
arraigned in children's court.

Officials of the Independent Taxti- 
Owners Association, Inc., operators of 
the Diamond taxicabs, last night an- 
nounced their determination to give 
Washington a “jitney” service during 
the morning rush hours despite any op- 
position which might be placed in its 
way. 

Harry C. Davis, manager for the 
Organization, last night declared signs 
to be placed at the various “jitney” 
Stands had been ordered and that the 
service would begin as soon as the 
public could be acquainted with the 
routes, probably within eight days. 

In communications sent to the Pub- 
lic Utilities Commission the associa- 
tion announced its proposal to run its 
cabs over various routes at a fare of 
10 cents per person. Tentative routes 
have as their terminus practically all 
of the larger Government buildings. 

The Public Utilities Commission 
pointed out to the taxicab company 
that part of the public vehicle regula- 
tions required all taxicabs to be op- 
erated in the city with meter running. 
“We'll be willing to abide by the regu- 
lations even though we might have to 
pocket a loss,”’ Davis said. He pointed 
out, however, that most of the pro- 
posed routes would only register about 
45 or 55 cents even were the meter to 
run, 

Officials of the taxicab company 
were prompted to offer the “jitney” 
service following the proposal by the 
Capital Traction Street Railway Co. to 
increase its fare, going on the assump- 
tion that “if the public will ride the 
street. cars at a 10 cent fare, surely 
they will be willing to pay 10 cents 
for a taxicab ride.” 

Davis last night said present plans 
call for the using of at least 100 cabs 
to inaugurate the service 

“As soon as the public becomes ac- 
quainted with the routes and as soon 
as they show an inclination to patron- 
ize the service we will operate addi- 
tional cabs,” Davis stated.

Rebuffed by Commissioners, 
Members Decide to Speed 
Work in Time Allowed. 


Following the rebuff at the hands of 
the District Commissioners the Citi- 
zens Advisory Council met last night 
and revised its method of considering 
the municipal budget. Blocked for 
lack of time from giving the detailed 
consideration to the W30 departmental 
estimates, as has been its habit in the 
past, the council undertook to consider 
only major items of proposed increase 
of expenditure and questions of de- 
batable public policy. 

When the meeting ended at mid- 
night there were indications that the 
members of the council were not dis- 
pleased with the effect of their contro- 
versy with the Commissioners, but con- 
sidered that they had found a better 
way of dealing with the budget than 
predecessor councils had used. 

Incidentally members found items ag- 
gregating around $2,500,000 to recom- 
mended for deletion from the esti- 
mates, which total 846,000,000, and 
they had considered not more than 
one-third of the items submitted to 
them, 

It was indicated that they will have 
& report in somewhat general terms to 
submit to the Commissioners Saturday 
to. be followed a few days later with 
supporting data, not in fine detail, 
which data will be- available for the 
Commissioners after the Bureau of the 
Budget has returned the estimates for 
revision and which will also be avail- 
able for the Bureau of the Budget and 
in the meantime the committees of 
Congress next winter. 


Confer With Taliaferro. 


In the morning W. A. Roberts and 
Dr. George H. Richardson, a committee 
of the council, called upon Commis- 
Sioner Sidney F. Taliaferro, as in- 
structed at Monday night’s council 
meeting. Following their instructions 
the two councilmen told the Commis- 
soiner that the time limit imposed in 
notifying them to report tomorrow was 
insufficient for their consideration of 
the budget. 

Tallaferro reminded them that they 
had had the estimates in their posses- 
sion for ten days prior to their first 
meeting. Roberts replied that the es- 
timates had been submitted to George 
C. Havenner for suggestions. 

“Is Dr. Havenner a member of the 
council?” asked Taliaferro. 

He was reminded that Havenner was 
a former member of that body only. 
Roberts and Richardson then asked | 
that the council be granted the right | 
of consulting municipal department | 
heads concerning their estimates. 

Taliaferro denied them the privilege. | 
It was the appearance of department | 
heads before the council and thelr 
grilling by Havenner that had caused 
the rift between the Commissioners 
and the council, according to report. 

The council committee then asked 
if they could have Maj. Daniel J. 
Donovan meet with them to explain 
the estimates. Taliaferro replied that 
Donovan was busy day and night ad- 
vising the Commissioners about the 
budget. He then told the committee 
that the council's time for reporting 
would be extended for two days and 
that they might submit thelr recom- 
mendations Saturday. 


Among Items in Deletion. 


When Roberts and Richardson re- 
ported on their visit to the District 
Building at their ineeting last night, 
the council lost little time in discus- 
sion of the situation, but plunged into 
the task of canvassing the estimates. 
Among the items that they marked for 
deletion were the following: 

New building for the recorder of 
deeds, $750,000; it was suggested that 
this project await development of the 
proposed civic center. Replacement of 
Klingle Bridge, recently repaired at con- 
siderable expense, $550,000. New incin- 
erator and transfer station at Cherry 
Hill, with construction of a 5-mile road 
leading to it, $450,000. Increase in gar- 
bage and refuse disposal, $100,000, and 
in street cleaning, $50,000. ‘Three of 
fcur proposed branch library sites, $75,- 
000. Repair of Eastern Market reduced 
from $41,000 to $20,000. Elimination of 
farmers’ sheds at Eastern and Western 
Markets, $20,000.

COL. GRANT WILL HEAR 
COLORED CIVIC PROTEST 


Organizations Will Continue 
to Fight White Superintend- 
ent at Their Center. 


Trouble again. follows the congres- 
sionally authorized bathing pools for 
Washington’s white and colored people, 
realization of which has been delayed 
repeatedly. Comptroller General Mc- 
Carl again blocked completion of the 
pool for white bathers in the McKin- 
ley High School grounds, First and R 
streets northeast, yesterday and ap- 
pointment of a white superintendent 
for the colored bathing pool at Twenty- 
fifth and N streets northwest was vigor- 
ously opposed by a group of representa- 
tives of 25 colored organizations and 
churches. 

Lieut. Col. U. 8S. Grant 3d, director, 
office of public buildings and public 
parks, will answer the protest of the 
colored people tomorrow, and will ask 
Comptroller General McCarl for recon- 
sideration of his decision further im- 
pending construction of the pool for 
white persons. 


Authorized Two Years Ago. 


Both pools were authorized by Con- 
gress two years ago, but repeated pro- 
tests about their location and congres- 
sional procedure in appropriation for 
them delayed action for months. When 
a site for the white pools was selected 
at the McKinley High School, protests 
against it by citizens’ associations re- 
sulted in an adverse decision by Mc- 
Carl, 

The office of Public Buildings and 
Public Parks entered a contract with 
the G. G. Loehler Co., of this city, for 
880,000 to bulld the white pool, Work 
was started and protests resulted on 
the grounds that the bathing pool was 
on school property. Comptroller Gen- 
eral McCar! last December decided the 
Loehler contract was void because the 
law authorizing construction of the 
pools stated they were to be bullt on 
lands purchased for park, parkway and 
playground purposes, while the land on 
which the pool was being constructed 
had been purchased for school purposes, 

A protest of colored organizations 
and churches charging racial discrimi- 
nation, and against the appointment 
of S. T. Kimble, a white man, as man- 
ager of the new colored bathing pool 
at Twenty-fifth and N streets northe- 
west, was filed yesterday with Lieut 
Col. Grant. 

The spokesman of the protesting 
group was George A. Parker, president 
of the Parent-Teachers’ Association, 
colored, who asserted the appointment 
of a white man to supervise a place 
exclusively patronized by colored 
people was objectionable to his race 
He cited the fact that there are many 
colored citizens qualified to manage 
the pool. 

Lieut. Col. Grant informed the group 
that no racial discrimination had eh- 
tered the action, and that Kimble was 
selected because he was regarded as 
the applicant best qualified for the 
position. The committee also com- 
plained to Capt. M. H. Parsons, chief 
Welfare and Recreational Asso- 
clation of Public Bulldings and 
Grounds, Incorporated, a quasi official 
organization of the Office of Public 
Bulldings and Public Parks, of which 
the colored bathing pool will -be an 
activity.

Mueller Praises Treaty as He 
Outlines the Program 
of Coalition. 


FINAL REPARATIONS 
SETTLEMENT IS AIM 


Curb on Foreign Loans Is In- 
dicated; Laborites and 
Farmers to Be Aided. 


Berlin, July 3 (A.P.).—Dr. Hermann 
Mueller’s coalition cabinet made its 
bow to the Reichstag today with the 
longest declaration of policies sub- 


mitted by any cabinet in recent years. 

The new government promised a mul- 
titude of reforms, especially along so- 
cial, labor, taxation and democratiza- 
tion lines, pledged loyalty to the League 
of Nations and international concilia- 
tion and promised to continue Dr. Gus- 
tav Stresemann’s foreign policies. 

The declaration praised Secretary 
Kellogg’s pact for the outlawry of war. 
urged the fixing of the final sum of 
reparation payments, demanded the 
evacuation of the occupied areas, 
pleaded for disarmament and attacked 
the prevailing system of protectionism. 

The Communists, as usual, greeted 
the new chancellor with derision, while 
the extreme right laughed scornfully 
at his references to the League of Na- 
tions and international conciliation. 
All the members of the cabinet were 
present except Dr. Stresemann, who is 
ill. : 

No Ideas of Revenge. 


The chancellor ona ne yp his 
forel olicy would be aimed at peace~- 
ful ouiiation, with renunciation of 
all ideas of revenge. He continued that 
occupation of German territory by the 
foreign powers was & barrier which 
“stands in the way of establishing a 
real relationship of mutual trust be- 

en peoples.” 

“The nancellor then pledged allegi- 
ance to the League of Nations, saying: 
“we see in it one of the most impor- 
tant factors of international life, and 
thereby also of promotion of national 
ts.” 
waotis prograzi on this subject is in 
the nature of an appeal to the nations 
for universal disarmament. He point- 
ed out how Germany, completely dis- 
armed, has done more for interna- 
tional security than any other nation. 

“Germany,” he continued, “was the 
first state unconditionally agreeing to 
the American general pact for the out- 
lawry of war. We shall continue to do 
our part toward realization of this 
grandly conceived plan, which places 
the safeguarding of peace on the broad- 
est basis thinkable.” 

All this. Dr. Mueller argued, gives 
Germany the right and duty to insist 
upon a plan for the consummation of 
universal disarmament, and that this 
plan be taken up seriously. 


Other Nations Armed. 


The world must be made to real- 
ize the untenable state of affairs,” he 
added, “that Germany alone is com- 
pletely disarmed amidst other coun- 
tries armed to the teeth.” 

On the question of reparations the 
chancellor laid stress on how, after the 
Dawes plan had worked without fric- 
tion for four years, “the conviction 
has gained ground in all circles con- 
cerned that a final settlement is not 
only desirable but also possible.” 

“The success of the negotiations on 
this matter,” he went on, “will depend 
on the degree of mutual conciliation 
and the application of methods of sen- 
sible economic policy.” 

In determining the final sum of rep- 
arations, he said, care raust be taken 
to safeguard a decent standard of liv- 
ing for the German people. 

To enable Germany to meet repara- 
tion payments, Dr. Mueller promised 
that the government would do all pos- 
sible to expand Germany’s foreign

BUT SEES IT FILLING

Old-Time Thumping of Full 
Dinner Pail Is Forecast 
by Statement.

Chicago, July 3.—Protective tariff is 
to be the main issue in the Hoover cam- 
paign as sketched today by Dr. Hubert 
Work, chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee. It was his first ex- 
tended public analysis of the impending 
struggle. 

Prohibition and the “equalization 
fee” phase“of farm relief are to fall 
into secondary place, and, as Dr. Work 
describes it, the campaign will be large- 
ly an old-fashioned thumping of the 
full-dinner pail. Protection of pay 
rolls and purchasing power, both in the 
cities and on the farms; protection of 
employment, of industries and of farm 
products, of earning power and buying 
ability and the American standard of 
living under Republican protective doc- 
trine—these are the items on which 
Dr. Work indicates the Hoover-Curtis 
campaign will throw the stress. 

The wet and dry issue, Dr. Work de- 
clares, will bring the Republicans more 
gains than losses, while as to the so0- 
called corn-belt revolt, the new party 
chairman says the Republicans need 
not be disturbed. The committee of 
22 which is to meet shortly in Des 
Moines to analyze the rival Democratic 
and Republican planks, Dr. Work says, 
is “composed of Democrats, all but 
three, if I am correctly advised.” 


Dawes Ready to Campaign. 


Chairman Work spent the day at the 
Drake Hotel in informal conferences 
with a string of 40 or 50 visitors, office- 
holders, politicians and business men.

GEN. NOBILE SUFFERING 
FEVER ON BASE OUP 


Injuries in Crash, Worry and 
Long Sojourn on Ice Are 
Blamed for Plight. 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, July 3 (A.P.). 
Gen, Umberto Noblie, recently rescued 
by an airplane and brought back to 
Kings Bay from the ice floe, where his 
companions still are marooned near 
Foyne Island, is confined to his bed 
on the supply shio Citta di Milano, 
seriously ill. Nobile suffered severe in- 
juries when the dirigible Italia col- 
lapsed, and the exposure to which he 
was subjected had a serious effect. He 
has not recuperated as rapidly as had 
been hoped. Fever set in yesterday 
and the explorer was in the hands of 
a physician today, who insisted that 
he remain perfectly quiet 

The explorer’s long sojourn on the 
ice is said to have been trying on his 
nerves. He is ill, worm very thin and 
worries constantly about the missing 
members of the expedition, and. also 
about Roald Amundsen and the five 
other men on the French seaplane 
which has not been heard from since 
it hopped off from the Norwegian 
coast to ald in the search for Nobile 
survivors 

In an interview yesterday, Nobile ex- 
pressed sincere admiration for the un- 
selfish attitude of Amundsen, who for- 
got the bitter controversy that devel- 
oped after their joint flight across the 
pole in the dirigible Norge in 1926. He 
also had words of praise for Amundsen's 
companions, Lieut. Leif Dietrichsen, 
who also was aboard the Norge; Rene 
Gullbaud, pilot of the French seaplane, 
and the other three French naval men 
who were aboard the machine as navi- 
gator, mechanic and radio operator. 
Nobile said that it was his constant 
prayer that these gallant men would 
yet be found, and he is hoping intensely 
that they are all safe. The Norwegian 
aviators, Capt. Riiser-Larsen and Lieut. 
Luetzow Holm, are transferring their 
base to the sealer Hobby, which Miss 
Louise Boyd, an American. has donated 
to the Norwegian government so that 
it may take part in the search for 
Amundsen.

Victory, if Confirmed, Will 
Give U. S. Permanent 
Possession of Prize. 


OFFICIAL SCORE LACKING 


Detroit, July 3 (A.P.).—Calculations 
of airline distances by the National 
Aeronautical Association in Washington 
will be awaited to determine the winner 
of the 1928 James Gordon Bennett in- 
ternational balloon race, it was an- 


nounced late today at race headquarters 
here. 

With all twelve bags which started 
in the race reported safely landed, a 
recheck of unofficial figures on dis- 
tance traveled by the three leaders 
showed that they finished within ten 
miles of each other, figured on an air- 
line basis from the starting point. 

The revised unofficial figures gave 
the race to the United States Army bal- 
loon, with the French balloon, Blan- 
chard second, and the German bag, 
Barmen, third. The unofficial figures, 
sanctioned by Karl Betts, scorer, were: 

Army balloon, piloted by Capt. W. E. 
Kepner, landed at Kenbridge, Va., 472 
miles. 

The Blanchard (France) Charles 
Dollfus, pilot, landed at Walnut Cove, 
N. C., 465 miles. 

The Barmen (Germany) Hugh 
Kaulen, sr., pilot, landed at Chase City, 
Va., 462 miles. 

First calculations had given the race 
to the Blanchard by 15 miles, with the 
Army balloon second. 

If the Army balloon is declared the 
winner by officials of the N. A. A., the 
Gordon Bennett trophy will come per- 
manently into the possession of the 
United States, it having been won in 
1926 and again in 1927 by American 
balloonists. 

The last of the twelve bags accounted 
for was the German balloon, Munster, 
reported today as having landed at 11 
p. m., Sunday, in the top of a dead tree 
on the eastern slope of the Blue Ridge 
Mountains, 26 miles from Lynchburg.

Tulsa, Okla., July 3 (A.P.).—Twenty- 
three of the 24 airplanes which left

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TWO CAMPAIGN BUGABOOS. 


Fallacious reasoning is a by-product of a 
presidential year. It is never difficult for the 
partisan to interpret the signs after his own 
choosing, but in politics straws become giant 
oaks overnight and without the slightest root 


foundation. It is evident already in the 
present campaign that two fallacies are to be 
omnipresent; the one that the Republicans will 
break into the Solid South and the other that 
the Democrats will be aided in the middle 
West and Northwest by those who “farm the 
farmers.” 

The first reaction following the Houston 
convention was the howl from the militant 
Southern drys carrying the threat of a bolt. 
Upon examination the movement was shown 
to lack both leadership and the support of any 
substantial Southern newspapers. There is 
slight prospect that the Asheville call will be 
answered by any but paid prohibitionists and 
those who follow them blindly. 

Now comes the alarm from the corn belt. 
Those who “‘farm the farmers’’ profess to see 
in the Houston platform the answer to all 
their prayers. Preparations are being made 
once more, despite the sad fate of a similar 
movement at Kansas City, to rally the em- 
battled farmers. George Peek, who headed the 
lobby in Washington during consideration of 
the McNary-Haugen bill, says the ‘farmers 
will rejoice’ over the action of the Democratic 
convention. Gov. Adam McMullen, who dis- 
owned the march of the farmers upon Kansas 
City when he found that none would march, 
welcomes the Democrats into the protective 
tariff fold through what he considers indorse- 
ment of the equalization fee. 

All of this might be very alarming to Re- 
publican leaders but for the fact that there is 
another side to the story. It was writ- 
ten in Washington in the office which Secre- 
tary Hoover still occupies as a member of the 
Coolidge Cabinet. First, Senator McNary 
pledged allegiance to the Hoover cause. He 
was followed by other farm leaders. The 
Lowden camp was heard from when Louis 
Emmerson, of Illinois, came into line, and this 
week Senator Brookhart, who scorned the 
McNary-Haugen bill as too mild a dose to cure 
the farmers, sent word of his intention to sup- 
port the Hoover-Curtis ticket. 

There is a striking parallel between the situ- 
ations in the Solid South and in the corn belt. 
In both sections there are men who for per- 
sonal or mercenary motives would like nothing 
better than to lead a revolt against the 
dominant party. Verbally they show signs of 
strength. Actually they and their movement 
lack substance. Political battles are not won 
by wild exhorters. Leaders of experience and 
a real grievance are needed to organize a re- 
volt. These are lacking, and though there 
may be defections in both sections, the prob- 
abilities of an overturn are so remote as not 
to be worth considering. 


MONEY AND THE MARKET. 


Wall street experienced another check this 
week when call money rates reached 10 per 
cent, the highest rate since 1920. Temporary 
conditions contributed largely to the situation 
on the stock exchange on Monday. The July 
dividend payments called for the withdrawal 
of $1,000,000,000 from the New York banks. 
The holiday requirements of the panks and 
the call of Tresaury funds from Washington 
increased the pressure upon available funds. 
In consequence the call money rate rose from 
7% to 10 per cent during the day’s trading. 

It was only natural that this should have 
affected the market. Call money is used to 
finance speculative stock market operations. 
When securities are bought on margin the dif- 
ference between the amount the buyer contrib- 
utes and the actual price of the stock is cov- 
ered by call loans. The rate of the loans cuts 
into the speculator’s profit if the cost is above 
the dividend rate or interest on the securities, 


~ or if the stocks do not appreciate in market 


value. Outright owners of securities are not 
affected by call loan rates. 
». The rise in {nterest on call loans may serve 
to strengthen the pressure which the Fedcral 
Reserve Board and prominent bankers have 
been making recently to get the market in a 
more stable position than it has been this year. 
Brokers’ loans still are above the $4,000,000,- 
000 mark, despite some falling off from the 
high” which they reached a few weeks ago.

$280,000,000 in gold has been exported from 
the United States since January 1 and that 
the Federal Reseve banks have sold $250,000, 
000 in Government securities in the last few 
months.

BAD RADIO CONTROL. 


If, as seems probable, the Radio Commission 
will be compelled by the provisions of the 
recently amended radio control act to reduce 
the number of local broadcasting stations, 
Washington will have no tenable grounds upon 
which to base a protest. The situation is sim- 
ply this: Under the law broadcasting facilities 
must be distributed equally among the five 
radio zones, without regard to their physical 
make-up or population. Broadcasting recep- 
tion in Washington has not been bad. The 


public would be well content to let matters 
rest as they are. The commission, however, 
under the law sees no way by which the present 
arrangement can be continued. Commissioner 
Caldwell says that, personally, he thinks 
Washington is entitled to two or possibly three 
stations, but that the law will not permit the 
commission to grant licenses for them. 

On the basis of its population the District, 
lying in the first radio zone, is entitled to less 
than 3 per cent of the quota of that zone. The 
plan for reallocation now under consideration 
apparently would allow the District full time 
on one seml-cleared channel, or in other words, 
one 500-watt station operating full time. If 
this plan is adopted, WRC and WMAL would 
have to divide time on the air, each operating 
but three nights a week, and WRHF probably 
would lose its license altogether. 

When reallocation has been completed it un- 
questionably will be far easier to tune in out- 
of-town stations. Local radio fans will be 
able to get New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
or Atlantic City with greater clarity if they 
can pick them up at all. Locally, however, 
under reallocation there will be no choice of 
programs. The Nation’s Capital, with over 
500,000 population, can not be properly served 
with but one broadcasting station, or with 
two dividing their time on the air. 

The commission is not at fault. It must 
perform the duty prescribed by the provisions 
‘of the radio contro] act. Time and again 
with indifferent success the commission has 
called attention to the injustice worked by 
the act. Now its unfairness is about to strike 
home. 

Congress may have meant well when it 
adopted the recent amendments to the act. 
There was hysteria in the air; the charge of 
monopoly had been bandied back and forth; 
the commission had been accused of diverting 
favored channels to chain broadcasters and 
Congress was induced to enact provisions for 
radio control that patently could not be ap- 
plied with any degree of success. The Nation 
now suffers as a result of that legislation. 
When reallocation is applied to Washington it 
will create an undivided sentiment favoring 
reexamination of the entire question of radio 
control. As reallocation is applied to other 
areas a similar sentiment will develop. It is 
to bé hoped that Congress this time will pro- 
ceed upon the recommendations of experts, 
instead of accepting the theoretical panaceas 
of amateur fixers. 


THE ENGLISH ASSOCIATION. 


The English Association which, having been 
founded in 1907, has just come of age, has al- 
ready done much toward the shaping of Eng)ish 
thought, and promises to do still more along 
that line in the future. It is becoming famous 
for the addresses given at its annual general 
meetings. Last year Mr. Baldwin, the prime 
minister, electrified and delighted the members 
by the fascinating and illuminating address 
which he delivered, and this year Sir Henry 
Newbolt put forward ideas which must have 
been quite foreign to the minds of most of his 
hearers, but, at the same time, ideas which are 
germinal and which, if they develop as they 
should, may save many in Britain from sinking 
into that social and industrial morass which 
not a few of her friends and all her enemies 
see straight ahead of her. 

Briefly stated, Sir Henry’s discourse dealt 
with social disunion and the means of com- 
bating it. The truth of his assertion that in 
Britain today there are at work intellectual 
forces which aim at superseding the present 
national culture, rather than at preserving it or 
clvilizing it, no one acquainted with below- 
the-surface facts ‘would venture to deny. This 
attitude of the internationalists and radicals 
generally is intelligible, if it be admitted that 
native culture must forever remain in great 
part the possession and privilege of a single 
class or a small minority. Sir Henry New- 
polt’s thesis is that that is not so, that he has 
faith that national culture should be, and in 
time may be, the tradition and inheritance 
of all British men and women who care to 
receive it. He hopes therefore for a national 
fellowship in which it might be possible for 
every one to forget the existence of classes and 
to find a personal interest in each others cir- 
cumstances and events. Such a fellowahip 
could only be the result of a realization of the 
fact that the present frame of society is en- 
tirely inadequate ‘‘to find place for all who are 
able to create and worthy to enjoy an unem- 
barrassed sense of national unity.” 

That means a new scheme of society; and 
one can only wish well to the man who, with 
sublime faith and unshaken courage, puts ,it 
forward as one solution of the problems that 
perplex and one remedy for the dangers that 
threaten the present social order in Britain.

United States alone, for installment selling has 
spread to all the great industrial countries of 
the world. The technique under which it 1s 
administered varies, due to the different eco- 
nomic conditions abroad as compared with 
the United States, but the system fundamen- 
tally is the same. In Great Britain installment 
selling-goes under the name “hire-purchase 
plan” and accounts for 50 to 80 per cent of 
the motor car sales, 50 per cent of the furni- 
ture sales and 10 per cent of the jewelry sales. 
These percentages vary little from those pre- 
vailing in the United States. In Germany, 
installment selling accounts for about 75 per 
cent of the automobile sales and about 75 per 
cent of the furniture saleg, | 

If the installment system is fundamentally 
wrong, as its critics assert, its collapse will 
affect adversely the entire world. Sane and 
sober consideration of the system as it Is 
applied today, however, leads to the conclusion 
that the system is economically sound, The 
automobile industry, responsible more than 
any other for the expansion of installment sell- 
ing, no longer looks upon it as an experiment. 
The industry has built up principles and prac- 
tice until its losses are almost negligible. 
Other industries have followed suit, and at 
the present moment the Department of Com- 
merce is conducting a widespread investiga- 
tion of the cost of credit safety as a result of 
which an even more definite system of install- 
ment selling probably will be created.

WIRE TAPPING. 


The petition filed before the Supreme Court 


—_—_— 


of the United States asking it to review the 
famous decision by which it found that evi- 
dence obtained through wire tapping could be 
admitted against a defendant probably marks 


the last desperate effort upon the part of the 
defendants in this particular case to obtain 
their freedom. It would be most unusual 
should the Supfeme Court reverse itself, even 
though the wire-tapping decision was by a 
§ to 4 vote. Counsel for the defendants make 
the claim that the decision modifies the fourth 
and fifth amendments to the Constitution and 
also that it is irreconcilable with the court’s 
former decision in the Boyd case. 

The justices of the Supreme Court took 
these matters into consideration before they 
rendered their decision. The decision had no 
bearing upon the legality of wire tapping 
itself... The Supreme Court simply said, by a 
vote of 5 to 4, that evidence thus obtained was 
admissible in courts of law. Those who tap 
wires to obtain evidence, in contravention of 
existing statutes, may still be brought before 
the law for punishment. 


BUSINESS CONDITIONS.

concerned it was a good month. 

Automobile production, now generally rec- 
ognized as a most satisfactory barometer of 
general business conditions, continued at a 
high level during June, many companies re- 
porting greater production than, they ever be- 
fore attained in this period, when there is 
usually a sharp decline. 

Mail order sales indicate to a greater or less 
degree the extent of prosperity, especially in 
rural regions. Both Sears Roebuck and Mont- 
gomery Ward had more than satisfactory 
Junes. The former, with sales of more than 
$25,000,000, ran 32 per cent ahead of June, 
1927. The latter, with sales of $19,000,000, 
gained nearly 15 per cent over June a year 
ago. For the first six months of the year 
Sears Roebuck ran 12 per cent ahead of last 
year, and Montgomery Ward 4.7 per cent 
ahead. 

For the first five months of the year the 
number of business failures reported to Brad- 
street’s was greater than in the same period 
of 1927. June, however, witnessed a turning 
of the tide. Failures reported came to 1,615, 
representing a decrease from June, 1927, of 
4.3 per cent, with liabilities almost 10 per 
cent less than those of the corresponding 
month last year. 

Business is good, and should continue good 
despite the forthcoming election. There is no 
reason why a change of Presidents should 
precipitate business depression, particularly 
this year, when both candidates are acceptable 
to business. 


CHICAGO POLICE. 


Chicago’s war upon crime has encountered 
many handicaps, but none greater than the 
fact that it lacked an enforcement branch, A 
special grand jury has been in session’ ever 
since the May primary, but it has been given 
virtually no cooperation by the city’s police 
department. Indictments have been returned 
in a number of cases involving murder, assault, 
intimidation of voters and stuffing of the ballot 
boxes, but the police have been unable or un- 
willing to serve any of these. The unfailing 
report has been that the men named in them 
could not be found. 

The special grand jury found it hard to be- 
lieve that Chicago’s notorious citizens could all 
disappear so mysteriously. The attorney in 
charge of the investigation decided to form 
his own police department. He drafted for 
the purpose a former deputy chief of detectives 
living in another city. The man, who had not 
been In Chicago for several years, retugned 
and within two days had arrested one of the 
men most sorely wanted by those who are 
interested in cleaning up Chicago. This lone 
arrest was, according to reports, the news sen- 
sation of the day in Chicago. 

The difficulty encountered by the grand jury 
in carrying out its duties illustrates to what 
lengths decent citizens of Chicago must go in 
order to get results. The evidence of the alli- 
ance between crime and government is sub- 
stantiated not only by testimony in the jury 
room, but by the lack of assistance which offi- 
cials of the city have given to the work. If 
Chicago is to be cleaned up, decent citizens 
must make up their minds to clean out the 
police department,

Sixty-five Years Aco Today. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Our 
battery, Mitchell's Sixteenth Ohtlo Bat- 
tery, has the name of having fired the 
last shot into Vicksburg on the after- 
noon of July 3, 1863 The hill 
which we were placed was the 
position on the line. It was about a 
quarter of a mile south of the Jackson 
railroad and about 400 yards from the 
enemy works. 

The last shot on the afternoon 
July 3 was the 7837th shot fired In the 
Vicksburg campaign by the battery. 

On this day the enemy saw that their 
end had come and began negotiations 
for surrender. Many of the rebel offi- 
cers opposed it, but Pemberton said: 
“I'm a Northern man myself, and I 
know the vanity of these men to wind 
this up on the Fourth of July, and we 
can get better terms om that day than 
afterward.” He was partly right, only 
in this, that many more men went out 
of Vicksburg alive on that Fourth of 
July than would have been the case if 
he siege had kept on. 

On the next morning, July 4, about 
8 o'clock, it was announced that Vicks- 
burg had surrendered, and white flags 
and bunches of white cotton were dis- 
played along the enemy defenses. 

Such a Fourth of July demonstra- 
tion as we indulged in was never seen 
up North. We yelled, threw our hats 
in the air, hugged each other; some 
even cried for joy; for it was not only 
the end of our hard toil and danger, 
but we realized that this was a long 
step toward the end of the war.

Comprised of numerous parodies of 
familiar airs, the booklet was described 
by John N. Gadby, secretary of the 
association, as intended “for public 
utility meetings.” Several of the dit- 
ties were read by Robert E. Healy. 
counsel for the commission, during ex- 
amination of Gadby. One, marked to 
be sung to the tune of “Yes, We Have 
No Bananas,” read: 

“Yes, we've no excess profits, 

No overgrown surplus today, 

We've interest unceasing and taxes in- 
creasing 

And ‘all of the help to pay. 

We've an old-fashioned commission 

That holds rates down in precision,

Many Other Mediums Listed. 


Other mediums brought out pre- 
viously in the investigation as used by 
the power utilties have 
pamphlets, radio, college courses, 
school textbooks, moving pictures, edi- 
torials and amateur theatricals.

The most im- 
portant cog that remains to be fitted 
in is that of manager of the Eastern 
division, the headquarters of which 
will be New York. Senator George H. 
Moses, of New Hampshire, has been 
offered the post. 

Thus far, James W. Good, of Chi- 
cago, has not formally accepted the 
job of managing the Western division 
in the campaign, but there is no doubt 
that his acceptance will soon be forth- 
coming. 

Chairman Work and former Gov. 
Henry J. Allen, of Kansas, are expected 
to arrive here tomorrow. Work will 
tell Mr. Hoover the result of his con- 
ference with President Coolidge in Wis- 
consin. Allen, who has been named 
director of publicity, will tell Hoover 
of his plans for putting the Repub- 
lican arguments in the press of the 
country.

Senator Brookhart is quoted as 
saying that after several conferences 
on June 12 and 13, Hoover finally said 
Norris would be acceptable to him as 
a running mate. Senator H. B. Howell, 
of Nebraska, was also working on behalf 
of Norris, the paper says. 

The World-Herald goes on to say that 
Brookhart and Hoover held several con- 
ferences at Hoover's home. Howell and 
Brookhart along with several other Re- 
publican leaders were trying to im- 
press upon Hoover that Norris’ stand 
on farm relief, Muscle Shoals and other 
important issues of which Norris had 
been chief sponsor, would surely swing 
the West for him. At first, the World- 
Herald says, Hoover would have none 
of the suggestions, but later he relented 
and finally made two telephone calls 
inviting Norris to run on the ticket 
with him.:

“Oh, Ma, here’s the one for me! A 
sailing camp and salt-water swim- 
ming.” 

“No, my boy; I’m afraid of salt 
water. Sailing boats are too dangerous. 
1 wouldn’t mind if the camp were on 
fresh water somewhere.” 

“You’re wrong, Ma. There’s more 
danger on fresh water with squalls than 
there is on salt water. Besides, they 
have a trained skipper ai this camp.” 

“Oh, Mamma, here’s a peach! Aero- 
planing is provided for when the par- 
ents give permission.” 

“It is Just as well, son, that they put 
in that permission business because 
you never will get my permission to go 
up in the air. It’s bad enough these 
days to have two feet on the ground, 
with all the rattlesnakes which may 
bite you and the falls you'll get climb- 
ing over rocks and up trees. No; you 
can't go to that camp.” 

“Here’s a camp,” speaks up father. 
“that strikes me—a camp without ex- 
tras. I’m told that in many camps 
after you make a deposit you are called 
upon to provide a lot of extras, and the 
boy needs any quantity of spending 
money in order to keep up with the 
rest of the gang. But on reading fur- 
ther I see this camp is out of question 
because it’s a horseback camp.

world there is a camp which will ft 
the requirements of this particular 
boy. It is not likely one can be found 
which has no water for boating, for 
swimming, no rifle range, no trees and 
rocks- to climb, no acres to roam over 
and no horses to ride. If parents are 
not ready to let their boys learn to 
swim, to shoot, to ride and even to 
fly the best place for their youngster 
will be a high chair at home. 

The dangers of camps are not in the 
activities of the boys. They are in the 
activities of the germs in the water 
and sewerage, the inactivity of a poor 
cook, the money-making urge of a 
commercialized director, the lack of 
supervision with reference to sleeping 
arrangements, and the failure of the 
director and his assistants to build up 
a camp with an outstanding person- 
ality, which will be reflected in an out- 
standing boy.

In the first place, men with bunions 
do not try to walk from California to 
New York. A bunion is the final stage 
in a process which began with a poor 
mechanical arrangement of the bones 
at the ball of the foot. The. usual 
cause is a something which pushes the 
bones widely apart in this area, where 
bones lying parallel and close together 
is a necessity. A spraddiled ball is the 


fundamental requirement for bunions. 


TO KEEP WELL | 


A. EVANS 


Men with spraddled balls do not enter 
California-to-New York contests any 
more than do men with developed bun- 
ions. 

I very much doubt whether the con- 
testants suffered greatly from corns. A 
corn is a localized thickening cf the 
skin. My guess is that those contest- 
ants who hung on long developed thick 
and fairly uniform callus on their feet. 
Such callus is a protection to the 
nerves and the underlyiny tissue. Being 
uniform, it seldom causes soreness. 


One way of getting relief from corns 
is to develop a thick and uniform cal- 
lus. This is especially true of the sole. 
Doubtless many of the contestants had 
galls and rubbed places. Come of these 
raw places doubtless became infected. 
It is possible that some quit the con- 
test because of such “galled places.” 
It is probable that some of them had 
cramps in the legs and, for this reason, 
had to quit. This condition was an 
expression of fatigue and was somewhat 
akin to writer’s cramp. On the other 
hand, it is not probable that any of 
them suffered from fallen’ arches. 
Doubtless the contestants had well de- 
veloped calf and foot muscles, and, in 
these circumstances, fallen arch is not 
likely to develop.

To trick 1, South (Closed Hand) 
should play the Queen of Clubs. 

Closed Hand plays the Queen of 
Clubs under the adverse Ace 60 as to 
make sure that the one Club trick to 
be won by Declarer will be won in the 
Dummy hand from which a lead is de- 
sired, rather than by South—the hand 
from which a lead is not desired. 
Should Closed Hand play the Eight of 
Clubs on the first trick, Fast doubt- 
less would return a Club, Closed Hand 
would have to play the Queen, and very 
likely West, who has the King, would 


duck and permit the Queen to win so 


that Dummy would not be left with 
a winner. It is to prevent this that 
South should play the Queen on the 


first trick. 

Declarer will want to lead. both 
Hearts and Diamonds from Dummy 
toward Closed Hand, and to do that 
effectively may need two entries in 
Dummy; and Dummy will have but 
one sure entry—the King of Spades— 
if Declarer permit himself to win the 
second round of Clubs in Closed Hand. 
It being important to try both Heart 
and Diamond finesses, two entries in 
Dummy should be ensured—at no 
cost.

The cocoon con- 
tains the body of an ant. 

Before they come into the outer 
world, ants pass through several stages. 
At first they are simply eggs. They 
grow within the eggs, until they be- 
come what are known as “larvae.” 

The larvae of ants remind us of 
small grub worms. They have no legs, 
however, and would be helpless with- 
out the older ants. For some weeks

nests or “hills.” At length another 
change comes.

WO letters have vome in about tip- 
ping taxi-cab drivers. One writer 
wants to know whether it is nec- 

essary when “unencumbered”—by lug- 
gage, I suppose she means—and the 
other wonders whether the tip should 


+87 (like the waiter’s) have anything to do 
.| With the amount of the fare. 


I always tip cab-drivers, whether I 
have bags with me or not: more, if I 
have luggage, or if I ask them to help 
me with parcels to and from the house 
(as is often the case), less if I have 
g.ven them nothing extra to do The 
amount of the tip varies according to 
the trouble one gives rather than the 
amount of the fare. For instance, I 
might give 10 cents if I were alone and, 
like my first writer, unencumbered, and 
25 if the man had carried a heavy bag 
up the steps or had helped an old 
grandmother and several riotous chil- 
dren out of the vehicie. On a fine, 
sunny day, I should consider generosity 
less obligatory than on a cold, rainy 
one. 

You see, few drivers own the cara 
they drive. They are hired to drive 
them. The fare goes to the owner or 
company. The tip goes to the driver, 
who probably isn't earning a large sal- 
ary. Your own common sense tells you 
when you have given the man a little 
more to do than his strict duty requires. 

Night tips are usually larger than 
day tips, because the «service is always 
harder. I’d hate to have to drive a cab 
a'l night. And in any acciden*, caused 
by carelessness on the part of the pas- 
senger, he should pay. The other day 
@ man opened the door of the cab too 
soon and it was broken against a lamp- 
post. He asked the driver—who would 
otherwise have been he!d responsible— 
how muth the repairs would cost and 
gave him the money at once. No gentle- 
man could do anything else.

FPunds on deposit in the national 
banks, trust companies and savings in- 
stitutions of Washington at the close 
of the Treasury fiscal year June 30. 
1928, totaled %263,929,928.34. according 
to the figures which the banks will 
submit to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency in response to his call yesterdav 
for a statement of condition as of 
June 30. 

This substantial total shows a gain 
of $4,980,043.03 over the corresponding 
date in June last year. While this does 
not indicate a large growth over the 
twelve-month period, it is a matter for 
congratulation, as the last report of the 
Federdl Reserve Board revealed a falling 
off in deposits throughout the country 
and it was anticipated that local in- 
stitutions would show some losses. 

The national banks, with a total of 
$137,769,464.05, showed a decrease of 
$2,306,793.83 from June 30, 1927, but a 
comparison with December 31, 1927, re- 
veals an increase in deposits of $3,617.- 
033.05. The national banks show the 
largest withdrawal of funds at the call 
date, due in a large measure to the high 
money rate and the pfacing out on loan 
of large sums of money by institutions 
which ordinarily carry large balances 
in bank. Of the thirteen national 
banks six of them showed decreases on 
June 30, but in the case of all but one 
of them deposits yesterday were well 
ahead of those on Saturday. 


Show Biggest Gain, 


National banks showing the greatest. 
deposit gain over the twelve months 
were the Commercial National with an 
increase of 8661,990.23;, Second Na- 
tional with a gain of $345,992.03. and 
Columbia National with a gain of 
$252,623.67 to $4,833,715. 

All but two of the seven trust com- 
panies showed increases over the 
twelve months with+total deposits on 
June 30, 1928, amounting to $87,862.- 
258.67, a gain of $4,316,687 over the 
corresponding date a year ago, and an 
|imcrease of $781,637.67 over Decem- 
| ber 31, 1927. 

The National Savings & Trust Co. 
showed the greatest increase in de- 
posit total of the trust companies with 
an advance of $3,822,791.41 to $15,158.- 
726.27, followed by the Union Trust 
Co. with a gain of $726,801.23; Mer- 
chants Bank & Trust Co., with an in- 
crease of $609,645; Continental Trust, 
with a gain of $404,129.26, and Amer- 
‘ican Security & Trust Co., with an in- 
| crease Of $212,304.94.

DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Officials Place Total Losses at 
About $100,000, Mostly 
Covered by Insurance. 


MYSTERY SURROUNDS 
ORIGIN OF THE BLAZE 


Washington Apparatus Ham- 
pered by Lack of Water; 
Service to Be Resumed. 


Eight airplanes, valued at approxi- 
mately $60,000, were destroyed by a fire 
of undetermined origin which swept 
the hangar of the Potomac Flying 
Service, Inc., at Hoover Field, Va., early 
yesterday morning. The total loss may 
reach $100,000, officials of the com- 
pany said, most of which is covered 
by insurance, 


The blaze was discovered about 3 
o’clock yesterday morning by F. E. 
Lan ame night watchman at the field, 
who shed to the office in a build- 
ing about 50 yards away and called the 
Washington fire apparatus. Daniel 
Cave, an employe of the service, who 
sleeps at the field, also saw the blaze, 
which started in a corner of the build- 
ing, and sent in another call for ap- 
paratus. 

By the time the first apparatus ar- 
rived the hangar was a mass of flames 
and firemen and those attracted to the 
scene found it impossible to save any 
of the planes, most of which were new. 


Hampered by Few Fire Plugs. 


Due to the lack of fire plugs near 
the field, firemen were forced to pump 
water from the river at Arlington 
Beach. The pumpers were mired in 
the mud and it was several hours after 
the blaze had subsided before they 
were pulled out. 

A. H. Nash, secretary of the flying 
service, who was unable to assign »@ 
cause for the blaze, said the company 
would be open for ty siness by Satur- 
day, when two Travélair biplanes are 
due to arrive from the factory at 
Wichita, Kans. 


Five Planes Destroyed. 


The planes destroyed were three 
Fairchild cabin monoplanes, each valu- 
ed at approximately $12,000, three Ber- 
liner open cockpit monoplanes and 
two Travelair open cockpit biplanes. 
One of the Berliner planes was deliv- 
ered at the field Monday and was due 
to make its maiden flight today. 

Volunteer firemen from Virginia 
saved tools and material valued at 
about $6,000 which was stored in an- 
other building close to the blaze.
